Depoſitions of John Browne and Archibald Hodge, 
 Skippers, ordered Aboard the VVorceſter, by the 
Lords of the Privy-Council in Scotland. 


HESE two Perſons Depoſitions ſerve chiefly to prove 
many of the Bales of Goods without Marks; but Jabn 
Browne ſays, the Goods were —_— ſtowed, which confutes 
a Pretention to the Goods being ſtowed Confuſedly in the Ship, 
as to Bales of Goods being without Marks, thoſe Goods are 
packd in Matts, and after their firſt putting aboard were reland- 
ed in Bengall, where the Ship went to Refit, and the Goods 
again Laden aboard the Ship ; which by ſo often ſhifting, ſome 
Marks may be worn out of very light and ſome perhaps 
never was Marked, being — by the Supra- Cargo, for the 
Joint-Account of the Freighters and ſhipped in haſte, and do 
think, that Goods being unmarked cannot infer they were Pi- 
ratically taken ; for the Goods muſt be packed and ſhipped by ſome 
body, and conſequently a Neglect in whoever did it.

Nations that cries Taw ; from whence they failed for the Coaſt 
of Mallabar, and about Three Leagues to the North-ward of 
Cocheen they Anchored and fired ſeveral Guns, but no Boat com- 
ing off, the Quarter-Maſter went near the Shoar, and had Confe- 
rence by Boat with the People, who ſupplied them next Day 
with Hoggs, Cc. Refreſhments. And from Malps the Dutch 
Broker came a Meſſenger, who adviſed of the Ship Rhine, her 
being in Mudbay, and that if the Pirates would take her he would 


buy her of them: This I heard my ſelf, and that they ſhould 


be ſupplied with Pitch, Tarr, and other Neceſſaries. I took an 
Oppoxtunity to ask the Meſſenger, who ſends the Things on 
board, not knowing but that I was one of the Pirates, told me 
the Dutch, but he ſhould be ſent off with them ; but before he 
brought them on board I got clear of the Pirates. There had 
been ſeveral Dutch on board, before I got Aſhoar ; and ſince my 
Abode here for my Health, I have ſeen no difference between 
a Pirate and a Merchant Ship: Both Black and White flocking 
off with all forts of Merchandiſes and Refreſhments, Jewels, 
Plate, and what not, returning with Coffers of Money: And 
Malpa the Broker has been ſo impudent as to offer them to fail 
a ſmall Ship which they want, and asked one Thomas Punt to
